NOTE. 


During  the  Financial  Year  ended  v31st  March, 
1921,  important  changes  have  been  made  in  the 
accounting  arrangements,  with  the  approval  of 
the  Finance  Committee  and  the  Ministry  of 
Health.  The  accounts  are  now  presented  as  far  as 
possible  on  the  basis  of  "  income  and  expenditure  " 
instead  of  cash  ' '  receipts  and  payments, ' '  and 
improved  forms  of  Balance  Sheet  have  been  introduced. 
The  chief  exceptions  are  the  Elementary  and  Higher 
(other  than  Agricultural)  Education  Accounts,  which 
are  still  made  up  on  the  old  method  of  showing  actual 
cash  transactions  only.  Further  improvements  have 
been  made  during  the  year  1921-22,  and  will  be  em- 
bodied in  the  next  issue  of  the  Abstract  of  Accounts.  In 
many  sections  complicated  financial  transactions  are 
recorded,  but  efforts  have  been  made  to  state  these  in 
a  form  as  simple  as  possible,  without  detracting  from 
the  utility  and  interest  of  the  volume.
